On the morning of March 22nd during a radio ad¬ 
dress, the President of the United States George W. 
Bush announced that American and coalition forces 
began a concerted campaign against the regime of 
Saddam Hussien. This was the beginning of Operation: 
Iraqi Freedom. 

With a three-fold 
purpose: to disarm 
Iraq of weapons of 
mass destruction, 
to end Hussien’s 
support for terror¬ 
ism, and to free the 
Iraqi people, the 
United States and 
49 other coalition 
countries from 
accross the globe 
took the first steps 
in a conflict in the 
name of the secu¬ 
rity of nations and 
the peace of the 
world in spite of not 
having the backing 
of a United Nations 

World opinion was mixed with nations such as Ger¬ 
many, France and Russia being formally opposed to 
the military action against Iraq and anti-war demon¬ 
strations taking place worldwide. 

Students, parents, and teachers witnessed the war 
in real-time as, for the first time, journalist were em¬ 
bedded in with the coalition forces. Coverage was 
around the clock as reporters delivered constant up 








dates from the frontline. 

The war itself lasted a little less than a month when, 
on April 15th, President Bush announced that the Iraqi 
regime was no more and that Saddam Hussein was no 
longer the dictator and oppressor of the Iraqi people. 

Iraqi people were seen on the news celebrating their 
new found freedom 
by toppling statues 
and destroying im¬ 
ages and other re¬ 
minders of the 
fallen regime. 

In the end, the 
Pentagon listed 128 
U.S. troops had 
been killed and 495 
soldiers were 
wounded during 
the course of the 
war. 

The world 
must now start the 
longer task of re¬ 
building the nation 
of Iraq and assisting 
r Iraqi government can be 

put in place. 

In relation to those efforts, President Bush signed a 
$79 billion wartime supplemental budget to cover the 
needs directly arising from Operation Iraqi Freedom 
and the reconstruction of Iraq. Such a massive under¬ 
taking has not been seen since the Marshal Plan which 
helded rebuild Europe and Japan after World War II.

On Febuary 1,2003, Shuttle Columbia was 
lost on its path back to earth. Space Shuttle Columbia 
launched on January 16 from Kennedy Space Center on 
its 28th mission with seven astronauts, six Americans 
and one Israeli. Columbia set off on a sixteen day mission 
to research physical life and space science. The crew 
conducted approximately eighty separate experiments 
consisting of hundreds of samples and test points. 

Mission control lost contact with Columbia 
while it was at an altitude of about forty miles and 
traveling at six times the speed of sound. Headed for a 
Florida landing, all communication seized as Columbia 
broke apart about thirty-eight miles above the Earth. 

Still not certain of what exactly caused the 
disaster, NASA found evidence showing that the 
temperature on Columbia's left side shot up drastically. 
The mission remains under investigation as scientist 
continue to search for debris and wreckage. 

Along with the debris, a cassette tape was 
miraculously recovered which viewed the astronauts usual 
flight activity during that day. The tape showed the final 
moments of the astronauts' lives and will forever be a 
memorabilia of the mission.
